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The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the Dublin. United Tramways Company, one 
of the defendants in the case of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Little, ‘‘Cuil Mor,” Dublin réad, 
Sutton, against Mr. T. O'’Bren, managing 
director of the “‘ Excellence ' ’Bus Company, 
Dublin, and the Dublin United Tramways 
Company, from the judgment of Mr, Justice 
Hanna for the plaintiff: for £1,750 on the 
finding of the jury at.the trial of the action 
in the High Court, in which the plaintiff 
claimed £4,000 damages in respect of serious 


personal injuries alleged to have been 
sustained. through the carelessness and 
negligence of the defendants and their 


servants. 

The proceedings arose out of a collision 
that occurred between an “' Excellence’’ "bus 
and a tramcar at the junction of the Howth 
road and the Strand road, near Clontarf, on 
órd September last. . 

Tho! jury found that the occurrence was 
caused! solely by the negligent driving of the 
tramcar; and judgment was given for the 
defendant, Mr. O’Brien, against the plaintiff, 
directing that the costs due to Mr. O’Brien 
by the plaintiff should be paid by the Tram- 
ways Company. 

The grotinds of the appeal were mainly 
that there was no evidence to support the 
findings of the jury, which were perverse. 

There are eight other appeals in connection 
wtih actions arising out of the collision also 
listed for hearing.

ACTION TO CONDEMN A WILL. 
(BEFORE MR. 7“usrios SUALIval AND A 


The hearing of a probate action, in which 
James Watt Fullerton, of Shellfield, Ramel- 
ton, Co. Donegal, was plaintiff, and the Public 
Trustee, and, by order, Dr. Barnardo's 
Homes National Incorporated Association, 
were defendants, was begun. 

The action was in respect of a will, dated 
August 25, 1916, of John Campbell Fuller- 
ton, M.D., B.A., late of Glencairn, Ramel- 
ton, Co. Donegal. a _ retired Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the Indian Medical Service, who 
died on November 11, 1928. The plaintiff 
in the action sought an order for adminis- 
tration, and incidentally the condemnation 
of the will. There was a defence and a 
counterclaim, which asked that the will 
should be admitted to probate in solemn 
form. 

Mr. Denning, K.C.; Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., 
and Mr. McGuckin (‘instructed by Mr. J. 
Alexander) appeared for the plaintiff; and 
Mr. Wood, KC. : Mr. Dockrell, K.C., and 
Mr. Finlay (instructed by Messrs. William 
Fry and Sons) for the defendants, Dr. Bar- 
nardo’s Homes National Incorporated Asso- 
tiation. 

Mr. Conor Maguire (instructed by Mr. 
P. J. O'Sullivan, Limerick): held a watching 
brief on behalf of James Watt Fullerton, 
nephew of the testator, who had been left 
£500 under the will. 

Mr. Wood, gair defendants, Dr. 


Barnardo's Homes ational Incorporated 
Association, said that the testator 
retired from the India: Medical Ser- 


vice with the rank of Lieutenant-Colone] in 
the year 1905, and went to reside at his 
birthplace, Ramelton, Co. Donegal. He had 
accumulated a very considerable amount of 
money, about £20,000 of which he placed in 
the hands of the Public Trustee, and some- 
thing over £20,000 in Indian Securities. At 
his death his assets amounted to between 
£40,000 and £50,000. He resided at 
Ramelton, and made the will in contest on 
August 25, 1916. 

Counsel read the contents oí the will. in 
it the testator left £500 to his. nephew, 
James Watt Fullerton; £500 to the Old Age 
Fund of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland, 
and the residue to Dr. Barnardo's Homes. 
He appointed the Fublic Trustee in England 
executor and trustee of the will, but this 
trustee renounced his right to probate on 
January 1 of the present vear. 

The plaintiff in the action, said counsel, 
was a brother and only next-of-kin of the 
testator. He was in a substantial position, 
owned a number of farms, and had a num- 
ber of sons and daughters for whom he had 
provided. ‘The testator did not leave any- 
thing to the plaintiff, but left £500 to his 
nephew, a son of the plaintiff. The resi- 
duary legatee was Dr. Barnardo's Homes 
National Incorporated Association, a well- 
known institution in England, which took 
care of boys and girls, educated them and 
fitted them out for the world. ‘You may 
know,” remarked counsel, “that Dr. Bar- 
nardo was a brother of one of our citizens 
here in Dublin, and as far as the deceased 
man was concerned, this institution was in 
his mind certainly from the date on which 
he retired from the Service.” Since the 
date of his retirement until his death, aged 
about 75, he led a very active life.- His 
pastimes were golfing, fishing and shooting, 
and, in addition, ‘‘he was the gentleman 
who was famous for starting the first Bad- 
minton club in Ireland at Ramelton.”’ 

He was very careful about his money, and 
displayed much skill in respect of invest- 
ments. He was of a more or less religious 
turn of mind, having been a frequent attender 
at the Services at the First Presbyterian 
church, Ramelton, and a generous subscriber 
to its funds. It occurred to him to invest 
money in savings with. the Public Trustee in 
England, and a executed a declaration of 
trust in January, 1917, and placed in the 
hands of the Public Trustee about £20,000. 
The real beneficiary under his will was the 
institution known as Dr. Barnardo’s Homes. 
From the year 1904 until the year of his 
death the testator was an annual subscriber 
to that institution, his subscriptions amount- 
ing to £1,199. One of the things, said counsel, 
on which he relied was the correspondence 
which took place between the testator and 
the Public Trustee in respect of not only the 
funds in the Jatter’s hands, but also in respect 
of the will which it was now sought to have 
propounded, 

‘‘You will see from this correspondence,” 
concluded counsel, ‘‘the type of gentleman 
the testator was—a man scrupulously careful 
in respect of his money and in the condition 
of his investments from time to time.” They 
would learn that about the date on which he 
made his will he was clearly apprehensive of 
what he was doing, and was fully and clearly 
competent to make the will. | 
Counsel then read the correspondence, 
after which two gentlemen who witnessed the 
execution of the will were examined. 


THE EVIDENCE. 
Mr. Arthur. Paltridge, assistant to the 
General Secretary of Dr, Barnardo’s Homes, 
examined by Mr. Dockrell, stated that from 
June, 1904, until April, 1928, the testator 
gave £1,199 in donations to the Homes. The 
abject of the Homes was the rescue, training 
and placing in life of orphan and destitute 
children.

Testator studiéd 
medicine at Trinity College, Dublin, and 
qualified at the age of twenty, subsequently 
entering the Indian Medical Service, m 
which he attained great success, All his 
life he was on the very best of terms with 
the plaintiff, and stopped with him on his 
periodical visits to his native land. When he 
retired in 1905 the plaintiff let Glencairn 
House to him at a nominal rent. He resided 
there until he died, and never had any other 
residence. ‘Testator was on the best of terms 
with his neighbours and servants. In 1916, 
when the will was made, the testator was 
seriously ill mentally; he had no competence 
in himself to manage his affairs. e tore 
up the will which he had made, and which 
had been witnessed by bank officials at 
Ramelton, produced another will, and got 
other officials to witness it. 

Concluding, counsel said that if he produced 
satisfactory evidence of any of the delusions 
which undoubtedly the testator suffered from, 
delusions that would “ pervert his sense of 
right or prevent the exercise of his natural 
faculties,’’ then—subject to what his lordship 
might say—he thought the jury would be 
entitled to say that they had heard enough, 
and were satisfied that the testator suffered 
from delusions. Otherwise, he would have to 
examine a very large number of witnesses. 

Plaintiff was then examined, and the 
further hearing was adjourned until to-day. 


CORK WIDOW’S WILLS. 


BANK PORTER’S ACTION, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND AJURY.) 

A probate suit of Denis Herlihy, of Gla- 
sheen road, Co. Cork, bank porter, agains! 
Joseph M. Cullinane, Clonakilty, solicitor ; 
Edward Magner, South Mall, Cork, medical 
doctor; Jeremiah O'Leary, Dundesmond, 
Mardyke, Cork, accountant; and Barry Si. 
John Galvin, of South Mall, Cork, solicitor, 
came on for hearing. 

The plaintiff claimed to be a cousin, and 
one of the next-of-kin of Ellen Desmond, late 
of Dundesmond. Mardyke, Cork, widow, who 
died on 6th January, 1928, and to have 
probate of her will, dated 21st December, 
1925, revoked, and the will condemned. 
Alternatively, he claimed to be a legatee of 
a will of 13th October, 1924, of the deceased 
woman, and to have that will established, 
and probate of the will of 2lst December, 
1925, granted to the defendants, Mr, Cullin- 
ane, Mr. Magner and Mr. O'Leary. revoked. 

In his statement of claim the plaintiff 
stated that probate in common form of the 
will of 21st December, 1925, was impro- 
vidently issued, and ought to be revoked on 
the grounds that it was not duly executed; 
that the deceased woman at the time the 
will purported to have been executed, was 
not of sound mind, memory and understand- 
ing; that the execution of the will was ob- 
tained by the undue influence of the de- 
fendants, Edward Magner and Jeremiah 
O'Leary; that the deceased woman did not 
know and approve of the contents of the 
will; and that she made her true last will on 
13th October, 1924. 

The first three defendants were sued as 
executors of the will of 21st December, 1925, 
and the defendants, Mr. Galvin, Mr. 
Magner and Mr. O'Leary, as executors ol 
the will of 13th October, 1924. 

In their defence, the first three defendants 
denied that the will of 21st December, 1925, 
was not duly executed, or that the de- 
ceased woman was not of sound mind, 
memory or understanding when it was 
executed, or did not know and approve of its 
contents. They denied that the execution 
of the will was obtained by the undue in- 
fluence of Mr. Magner and Mr. O'Leary, 
or either of them, and said that the de 
céased woman made her true last will op 
21st December, 1925, and that the will of 
13th October, 1924, was not her true will, 
and had been revoked by the will of 21st 
December, 

The defendant, Mr. Galvin, in his de- 
fence, stated that the will of 13th October, 
1924, was duly executed; that the deceased 
woman was of sound mind, memory and un- 
derstanding, and knew and approved of its 
contents at the time it was executed, and 
he claimed that, in the event of the Court 
pronouncing against the will of 21st Decem- 
ber, 1925, probate of the will of 13th Octo- 
ber, 1924, should be decreed in solemn form. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C.; Mr. Wood, K.C., and 
Mr. M. J .Connolly (instructed by Mr, P. 
F Donegan) appeared for the plaintiff; Mr. 
Fitzgerald, K.C.; Mr. Molonéy, K.C., and 
Mr. ilu; gerford (instructed by Messrs. |. 
C. and A. Biake) for the defendants, Mr. 
Cullinane, Mr. Magner, and Mr. O'Leary ; 
Mr. M. Walker (instructed by Messrs, W. 
‘Ronan and Son) for the defendant, Mr. Gal- 
vin; and Mr. Stephens (instructed by Mr. 
H. B. O'Hanlon) for the Attorney-General. 

It was stated that the deceased woman 
died possessed of house property, shares, and 
money in bank, the total value of the assets 
being about £6,000.

IMPRESSIONS AND 
REFLECTIONS.

ROBABLY, “ going west ”’ is the happiest 
hrase we have for the adventure 

called death. There is some call to the 
spirit in the West. The old travellers 
found it so when they set out for the un- 
known lands across the Atlantic. The 
setting sun and the western sea have their 
lure for most of us. We want to stand on 
the edge of our western isle and look out 
across the great waterway to the still 
farther West. So there is a sort of excite- 
ment in the mere fact of taking the 
westérn road. In spite of that, L must 
say rather crabbed things about it; for 
1 weary of its flatness and its unending 
pastures before ever I reach Mullingar. 

The beginning is beautiful enough for 
anyone. Not for a beggarly few minutes 
would I go to Lucan by Chapelizod, and 
miss the lovely run through the Phoenix 
Park and the lovely run down the Low 
road past Knockmaroon and the Straw- 
berry Beds. Are there any strawberries 
now? The Liffey, from Island Bridge 
upwards, grows more and more gracious 
and lovely, with its weirs and willows, 
its overhanging beeches, its golden-brown 
shallows and glooming depths. Enchant- 
ing river—no wonder the Pooka made it 
his home at Poulaphouca! From Lucan 
to Leixlip the charm of beauty and a 
graceful olden day catch at one. Lucan, 
with its estate, and Sarsfield’s cottage 
recall Jong ago days. One pictures beaux 
and belles on its quiet roads and on the 
bridge. 
MAYNOOTH, AND|ONWARDS. 


Maynooth has interest enough, with its 
College and the great estate of Carton. 
Here, too, is a ruined castle of old 
memory and a huge yew tree, still called 
‘Silken Thomas’s Tree.” This fact I 
cet from Mr. Stephen Gwynn’s ‘‘Jreland,”’ 
a book which any motorist should have at 
hand in the car. Mr, Gwynn is the most 
delightful of travelling companions any- 
where and everywhere in Ireland, and one 
may take him about in the handy form ol 
a book. Silken Thomas—so_ called 
because even his horsemen had silken 
hangings to their helmets--received the 
sword of State from his father. when he 
was only twenty-one at a Council in 
Drogheda—this was in 1533. Later a 
false message was sent to him that his 
father had been killed, whereupon the 
young Thomas threw down his sword of 
State and declared war. Maynooth was 
garrisoned, but not saved, and destruction 
came to the great house of © Kildare. 
Silken Thomas and five of his wncles were 
executed, but a young Geraldine escaped 
to the Continent, to return in Marys 
reign as the eleventh earl. For four 
hundred years the Geraldine line has con- 
tinued ; its earldom was changed to the 
Dukedom of Leinster in 1766. 

After Maynooth I have the graceless- 
ness to grow tired of the road. Kilcock, 
Enfield—and so the road runs on, so good 
certainly and so green, but a little dull. 
At Mullingar we felt- clad to escape the 
road to Athlone, and to turn the car 
north-west by Lough Owel, and so, in 
time, to come to Edgeworthstown, of 
Maria Edgeworth’s abiding fame. Never 
have I forgotten my youthful horror over 
her story, ‘‘Rosamund and the Purple 
Jar."’ Even in those Victorian days the 
unkindness of the mother who let Rosa- 
mund buy a chemist’s jar instead of shoes 
for the picnic impressed me far more 
than the moral. In fact, IT never see jars 
In a chemist’s window without recalling 
that horrid little story of the ‘ Purple 
Jar’’—and here is Maria’s home. 

Mr. Stephen Gwynn pauses here to look 
at the house and to exalt Maria Edge- 
worth as the ‘‘ meek associate of three or 
jour stepmothers, mostly younger than 
berself and better looking; and she was 
also her father’s secretary and land agent, 
as well as being one of the most active 
novelists of her time.” Here Mr. Edge- 
worth read aloud the new novel, 
“Waverley,” where, in a postscript, the 
author confessed his ambition to do for 
Scotland what Maria Edgeworth had done 
for Ireland in her “Castle Rackrent.’’ 
Here, in later years, came Sir’ Walter 
Scott to visit Maria, and to carry her off 
in his coach to the wilds of Connemara. 
Oh! happy Maria! 


TOWNS AND LAKES. 


Of Longford I can recall but little, 
except the engrossing task of steering the 
car through a dense throng of cattle, 
donkey carts and weather-beaten people, 
who evidently thought that cars should 
neither be seen nor heard, or even, in the 
last resort, felt. From Longford onward 
to Carrick-on-Shannon the road runs by 
lakes. It is a pleasant road. In May 
weather the damp fields showed a glory 
of kingcups, marsh marigolds or maybuds 
(as you will). They seemed to possess 
every swamp and rivulet, holding their own 
before their tall cousins, the yellow flags, 
should queen it in June. The road from 
Carrick to Boyle is beautiful. The trees 
of Rockingham were a wonder of 
translucent green. There was, somewhere 
before we reached Boyle, an arcade of 
beeches that left one awed by its beauty. 

Boyle is a place where a traveller should 
linger. The Abbey there is very beauti- 
ful, but to say that it is ‘‘a good example 
of Irish transitional architecture’’ really 
gives no idea of its dignity and grace. 
Architectural information leaves one a 
little cold while it is in print; but go and 
see it al] in stone. Boyle Abbey ig worth 
a long delay. To the north of Boyle lie 
the Curlew Mountains. Can any name be 
more beautiful? If you take tea by the 
lakeside, as an excuse to linger among 
kingeups and red spring orchis, you do not 
wonder at the name. — You hear curlew 
and lapwings, and see the sky patterned 
by many wings. We had once taken the 
road from Boyle by Lough Arrow to Col- 
looney; but, as we were hurrying this 
time to Ballina, it seemed wise to go by 
Tobercurry and Gurteen—names that 
would have entranced an Australian 
friend of mine who found rare quality in 
our place names. Tlis way runs through 
the Mountains, and, again, there is a 
charm in the name. 


BALLINA AND ITS NEIGHBOURHOOD. 


Having reached Ballina, TI should 
immediately want to go away again. Yet 
a mile would be enough; for its 
immediate surroundings are beautiful, 
and Ballina itself, seen from the high 
fields by the pretty river Moy, looks 
almost romantic. 

Mr. Gwynn has this advice to give :— 
“To motorists I can say that the drive 
from Ballina to Sligo by Collooney is one 
of the most beautiful I know.” Alas and 
alas! the day we drove it was so sodden 
with rain and mist that its beauties were 
cloaked in hodden grey. On a May Sun- 
day, however, we drove from Ballina to 
Pontoon, that lovely bridge between Lough 
Conn and Lough Cullen. Pontoon is a 
divine spot, and its little hotel looks so 
alluring that I should expect to find it 
thronged continually; but there seemed 
room enough there. It is a hotel where

Censor and “ Talkies.” 


An interesting question has arisen as 
regards the censorship of “‘talkies.’’ At 
present there is no censorship for 
“sound,” and new legislation would have 
to be introduced to make it possible for 
the censor to reject a talking film. Indeed, 
speech in the cinema will present a new 
problem to be solved for the censor, though 
possibly not as difficult & one as his 
present task. As things stand, the censor 
must’ judge appearances—action and 
implication—which raise more subtle 
points than plain speech. 


Che Lucky Stone. 


In St. Audoen’s Church there stood for 
many years a rude-looking stone which 
was held in great veneration and was 
called the ‘‘ Lucky Stone.” It was said 
that the stone disappeared from time to 
time. but was always restored again to 
its place in the north-western angle of the 
tower of the church, In 1826 it vanished for 
twenty vears, and was once more discovered 
outside the newly-erected Roman Catholic 
Church in High street. It was examined 
by Dr. Petrie, the great archeologist, who 
cave it as his opinion that ‘‘ it belongs 
to a class of monuments, most probably 
sepulchral, which are now rarely to be 
met with in Ireland, and which appear to 
be of very early Christian age, . . and 
that this stone is much more ancient than 
any portion of the very old church now 
remaining with which it was formerly con- 
nected.’’ When the old disused graveyard 
of St. Audoen’s was converted into a 
recreation ground the stone was re-erected 
near the church, but without any inscrip- 
tion to tell of its associations with past 
ages. 


“éhe Lord Chancellor. 


Lord Justice Sankey, who becomes Lord 
Chancellor under Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s 
second Premiership, is best known to the 
general public as Chairman of the Coal 
Industry Commission of 1919. The Com-

Up and down 
Ireland there are up- 
wards of two 
thousand people who

mittee set up to inquire into the cases 
of the unconvicted prisoners from all 
parts of Ireland who were interned in 
England after the insurrection of Easter 
Week. The Committee sat alternately in 
Wandsworth and Wormwood Scrubbs 
prisons, and several of the present 
T.D.’s and Senators of the Free State, 
and some Army officers, were brought 
before it. An important Minister and 
the late Arthur Griffith and Michael 
Collins, were among those called up for 
examination. 

Some of the internees were surprised 
to find how accurate and detailed was 
the Committees information on their 
movements for years before 1916. One 
prominent Kerryman, now no longer in 
politics, was reminded by the Committee 
that he had attended an international 
Rugby match at Lansdowne road on a 
certain occasion, and a member of the 
Commiitee was even able to tell him the 
score ! 


River that Flows Uphill. 


A correspondent who, in his travels, 
is always on the look-out for the unusual, 
has found that Pomerania can boast a 
number of unique possessions. One is 
the Oder, which occasionally runs uphill 
This river has a fall of barely two feet 
in the last thirty-four miles of its course, 
with the result that a strong north wind 
is sufficient temporarily to reverse the 
current. | 

The heart of the composer Loewe is

Boxty & Sloke. 


Are they still making “boxty’’ in the 
North of Ireland? This dish is one of 
those peculiarly native dainties which are 
little known nowadays. Apparently it 1s 
unknown in Scotland, to judge from Miss 
Marian McNeill’s book, “The Scots 
Kitchen’’ (Blackie, 7s. 6d. net), a work 
which I have been reading with great 
interest. Miss McNeill writes a long and 
fascinating essay on the history of cookery 
in Scotland, and adds some 260 recipes 
for the concoction of Scottish dishes—but 
these dishes largely are known also in 
Ireland, 

Thus, we all know “sloke.”’ 
foundation of what is called in the 
Hebrides ‘seaweed soup,” and of 
“slokan.’’ We all know various prepara- 
tions also with Carrageen moss as a 
foundation, and I see that Miss McNeill 
commends a flavouring with Seville 
oranges, and quotes an old manse recipe 
which gives a stick of cinnamon, a bit 
of lemon peel, and lump sugar to taste. 
She adds: ‘“ Carrageen contains iodine 
and sulphur, and used to be recommended 
for chest troubles.’’

for the moss in aid of the Western people. 
He exhibited jelly, chocolate and blanc 
mange forms made with the moss, and 
had a large advertisement telling of the 
agreeable table “uses of the delicacy.

Miss McNeill furnishes a recipe for the 
famous heather ale, and I see that the 
ingredients are heather, hops, barm, 
syrup, ginger and water. This cannot be 
the true heather ale of tradition; for that 
was brewed before hops were grown in 
these islands, if I do not err— 

Turkeys, heresy, hops and beer 

Came to England all in a year, 
says the old verse. In Islay, in the 
eighteenth century, heather ale is 
recorded to have been made with malt 
and hops, however, and Miss McNeill [ 
adds the note: “ This liquor, it appears 
from Boethius, was first used among the 
Picts, but when they were extirpated by 
the Scots the secret of preparing it 
perished with them.”’ 


Flowering Shrubs in Carton. 


Everyone agrees that this has been a 
specially good year for flowering shrubs. 
Lilac that has come to an end, and 
laburnum which is in its last stages seemed 
to have had a special beauty and 
luxuriance. Nowhere have they flowered 
with so much splendour as in Carton. The 
islands are weighted to their edges with 
copper beech, laburnum falling in golden 
cascades and deep red hawthorn which 
still blooms there. Everywhere along the 
water’s edge where in the spring daffodils 
crowded down, wild irises now stand like 
straight sentinels. But the swan must 
have abandoned the islands as a nesting 
place this year. Both swans are to be seen 
constantly to the left of the bridge near 
the Maynooth entrance. The ground there 
is so wet and marshy for a long distance 
that the place they have chosen is almost 
as good as an island. Last week when I 
was in Carton there were several herons 
there and a cormorant had come on a visit 
also. He was balancing himself when I 
saw him on some branches that had fallen 
near the island.

Shopping. 

Having just returned to Dublin after 
some years spent in the East, writes a 
correspondent, I have been struck by the 
reat improvement in tle shop window 
. “were here, but some shops still make 
the mistake of crowding so many things 
together that the eye and mind become 
confused. This reminds me so much of 
the Eastern bazaars where, although there 
are no glass shop fronts, everything for 
sale is displayed within, the merchant 
sitting cross-legged in the midst. The 
bazaars of Baghdad, which I visited 
recently, consist of mile after mile of 
covered-in alley-ways lined by myriads of 
little shops of a standard pattern, each 
with a rounded doorway, and floor-space 
about 6 feet by 6. They are divided 
into various sections for the sale of 
different kinds of goods or to serve the 
needs of different races or the sexes. There 
is even a Thieves’ Bazaar, wherein can 
be found the most extraordinary con- 
glomeration of goods, 


The Eastern Way. 


The shopping itself has a fascination 
not to be found in Grafton stréet. Buying 
the smallest article is great fun; for the 
price, within wide limits, depends on one’s 
skill as a bargainer. It: takes about a 
quarter of an hour, and the argument 1s 
punctuated with blows and oaths at the 
surrounding crowd of beggars and bazaar 
touts, while around one flows a press of 
strange people. Here is a grave and 
bearded Bedouin in flowing robes ; there a 
perfumed, vicious-looking Effendi in tar- 
boosh and. Palm-Beach suiting. A 
hideously deformed beggar whines at one’s 
elbow for backshish; a laden porter 
adjures one with “O Friend of my 
Uncle, mind your head.” At last one 
turns away for the ‘‘ umpteenth ” time in 
disgust from tie insatiable bargaining of 
the merchant, determined not to return, 
but a small messenger soon comes running 
along with the desired article and the 
sale is concluded.

Bliss Carman. 


Few poets nowadays can boast of being 
‘best sellers,’ but Mr. Bliss Carman, 
‘Canada’s poet laureate,’ who died last 
week, must have made a large income from 
his verse. His “ Songs from Vagabondia,”’ 
which began to appear in 1894, attained 
an extraordinary popularity. His name 
will be found in many anthologies—in- 
cluding the ‘Oxford Book of English 
Verse’’—but the modern literary genera- 
tion regarded him as being rather a 
é“ parlour-poet.”” Indeed, the “ vaga- 
bondage’ of Bliss Carman’s songs does 
seem to be somewhat tame, although pre- 
Roosevelt America was mildly thrilled by 


it. He never employed slang. 


American Slang. 


If Carman had been informed that an 
actress was “in the choice groove next to 
shut ”' he probably would have understood 
it no better than would Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow or myself. Neither would he 
have described a comedy as ' a peppy 
hash of gags and stories.” These quota- 
tions are from an American novel which 
I read last week because the wrapper in- 
formed me that it was ‘full of kick and 
peppy humour.” I have made so much 
progress in the language—without lessons 
—that I know now what Mr. Charles 
McEvoy (the author) means when he says 
of the heroine: ‘‘She’s vaudeville plus— 
she has all it takes—she’s a bear. Where 
is Ziggy? The kid is clever.” In other 
words, this actress is very amusing and 
vivacious in vaudeville, and Mr. Ziegfeld 
is showing less than his accustomed 
sagacity in not offering her an engage- 
ment. Of course, if my readers do not 
know who Mr. Ziegfeld is I will say no 
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amusing, and the situation at the end of each 
act is fraught with laughter. 

It concerns the quarrels and reconciliations 
of a married couple, who are really very fond 
of each other. They are unhappy apart, but 
argue and disagree immediately they start 
living together. There are many happy and 
well-observed touches in the play, which is 
splendidly acted by Miss de Casalis as the 
novelist wife and Mr. Lawrence Anderson as 
the singer husband who plays golf. 

Miss Buena Bent supplies a first-class little 
study of an impertinent servant, Miss 
Martitia Hunt and Miss Joan Swinstead as 
two “arty”? young women of Chelsea are 
thoroughly amusing, while others in the cast 
who contribute to the enjoyment of the show 
are Mr. Morris Harvey, Mr. S. J. Warming- 
ton and Mr. Harold Young.

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—As Mr. O’Hanrahan, D.J., in your 
issuc of the órd inst., asked this Society to 
answer 3 few questions, I am instructed to do 
so, and shall be grateful if you will. publish 
this letter. [I may state that all the cases 
cited by this Society were taken by the Civic 
Guard; and, as all such cases are only 
brought after consultation with, and the 
approval of, the Guard’s superior officer, it is 
practically certain that they are based on a 
solid foundation. Again my Committee assert 
that cases have been dismissed although guilt 
was either admitted or proved. For example, 
in the Castleblayney case of dishorning with- 
out an anesthetic, the man who did the dis 
horning was dismissed with a caution, and 
the owners of the were dismissed 
without prejuaice. 

Mr. O’Hanrahan whether the Pro- 
hatior. of Offenders Act may not be applied 
In an appropriate case. Certainly, but in the 
case stated—where a pig's ring was put ina 
dog’s nose—its application does not seem 
suitable. He also asks if members of the 
Society have the right to ‘‘nag’’ the Courts 
of Justice. What he considers nagging my 
committee consider fair comment.  Unfoer- 
tunately, the Guards, when they prosecute in 
these cases, have no right of appeal to a 
higher court on a ‘question of fact. Mr. 
O’Hanrahan states that the fourth case cited 
in our letter of the 30th May cannot be in- 
cluded. Why? In it the cruelty alleged was 
working a donkey with a sore back, and, 
according to the report, the defendants were 
found doing this on two separate occasions by 
two different Guards, and two separate 
summonses were brought against them. 

As to the percentage of cases dismissed, 
out of 2,377 prosecutions for cruelty to 
animals taken by the Civic Guards in 1928, 
437 were dismissed. Our complaint is that 
the general tenour of the treatment of cruelty 
to animals cases in the Irish Free State is 
far too lenient, and in calling attention to 
this we have quoted a few of the more 
glaring instances.—Yours, etc.,

A SERIOUS CASE. 

Mr. McGucken (instructed by Mr. F. 
O'Connor), who prosecuted, said that this

NORTHERN IRELAND 
SENATE. 


THIRTEEN NOMINATIONS FOR 
TWELVE SEATS. 


Nominations for the election of twelve 
members of the Senats of the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland were received yesterday 
by the Speaker of the House of Commons. 
Thirteen nominations were received for the 
twelve vacancies, and a contest will take 
place on Thursday, 20th inst. 

The members of the Senate are elected by 
members of the House of Commons under 
the system of provortional representation. 
The Senate consists of twenty-four members 
and two ex-officio members—the Lord Mayor 
of Belfast and the Mayor of Londonderry. 
Twelve of the members retire every four 
years, and those elected on Thursday will 
remain in office for eight years. 

As the Nationalists have now eleven seats 
in the House of Commons, they will be able 
to return at least three members to the 
Senate, and they have nominated Mr. 
Thomus 8. McAllister and Mr. John McHugh, 
who were members of the last House of 
Commons, the former for Antrim and the 
latter for Tyrone and Fermanagh. The 
Nationalists also nominated Mr. Thomas J. 
Campbell, K.C. at pen

of the Senate were also nominated :—Vis- 
count Charlemont, Minister of Education 
and Leader of the Senate; Sir George Clark.

mons ‘to-day, the Minister of Commerce (Mr. 
J. Milne arbour) submitted tlie estimate 
for the Ministry of Finance, the total amount 
of which was £151,619. 
' He said that the administrative estimate 
showed an increase of £15,000, of which 
£12,000 was due to the necessity of additional 
staff in the Works Division in connection 
with the Bann drainage scheme and various 
harbour drainage schemes, and the police 
barracks reconstruction; while £4,000 was 
due to an extra staff in the Valuation De- 
partment in connection with the de-rating 
scheme. He intimated that tenders for the 
Bann drainage scheme would be called for 
during the autumn. Detailed surveys in con. 
nection with the drainage of Lough Erne and 
the river Erne were also in progress. 

Work was proceeding with the automatic 
telephone exchange in Belfast. Fight hundred 
and seventy nine houses were erected under 
the Irish Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust, 
and within the next year or two a further 
two hundred and fifty cottages would be 
erected. 

NATIONALIST CRITICISM. 

Mr.. Cahir Healy (Nationalist, South 
Tyrone) said that the original financial basis 
of Northern Ireland was wrong, because any 
thing saved did not go to the benefit of 
Northern Ireland, but to the Imperial con- 
tribution. Consequently there was no in- 
centive to save. He thought that the time 
would arrive when there would be a re- 
adjustment of finances between North and 
South. 

The Minister of Labour (Mr. Andrews)— 
Don’t be afraid. It is not in the least 
likely. 

Mr. Healy—No one can prophesy what may 
take place even in ten years. 

After criticising details of the estimates, he 
said that the large expenditure of £1,650 on 
Government House, Hillsborough, could 
hardly be justified. He moved a reduction 
of the vote by £100. : 

Mr. Davison, K.C. (Unionist, Mid-Armagh), 
replying to Mr. Healy, said that it had 
become necessary to prepare a _ separate 
index of statute law in Northern Ireland, and 
a sum of £1,000 was included in the estimate. 

Mr. P. O'Neill (Nationalist, Mourne) sail 
the sum of £1,000 for this purpose was 
exorbitant, and asked—“ Who is the ae 
lawyer who is going to get this sm?” He 
pointed out that in the Free State every 
effort was made to reduce departmental ex 
penditure, but that was not the case in 
Northern Ireland. 

The amendment was defeated by twenty-five 
votes to seven, and the estimates were passed. 

THE PARLIAMENT BUILDINGS. 

Mr. Barbour, in moving the vote for 
£293,497 for public works, said that it was 
anticipated that the new Parliament 
buildings would be ready in three years. He 
explained that the British Parliament was 
paying for this work as well as for the recon- 
struction of the Custom House and the new 
Law Courts, although the money in the first 
instance had to be voted by the Northern 
Parliament. 

Regarding office accommodation in Stor- 
mont, it became necessary for the Northern 
Government to make a contribution oc! 
£30,000, in order to secure office accommoda. 
tion for staffs additonal to the number for 
which the Imperial Government was re- 
sponsible. 

Provision was made for £40,000 for the Bann 
drainage, and a bill to secure the necessary 
statutory power would be introduced. It was 
hoped to place the contract before the close 
of the current calendar year. 

The Minister of Commerce, in reply to 
Nationalist comments, said that the Imperial 
Government made all the arrangements for 
housing the Parliament before the Northern 
Government was established. 

‘The estimate was passed. 

SECRET SERVICE. 

In moving areduction of £1,000 in theSecret 
Service vote of £2,500, 

Mr. Beattie (Labour, Pottinger), said that 
virtually every one in the six counties knew 
how the money was being spent, so that it 
could not truthfully be called a Secret Ser- 
vice. He knew that some of the money was 
spent on him at the last election—on men 
sent to his meetings. 

Mr. Cahir Healy said that the service could 
be more properly described as a political 
service. e wanted to know to what branch 
of the police force the money went. There 
we.e so many different sections of the Con- 
stabulary—ordinary, detective and Specials— 
that it appeared as if every adult Unionist 
was a member of one or other of them. 

Mr. McAteer asked if any of the money 
was spent outside the six counties. 

The Premier (Lord Craigavon)—It is a 
Secret Service. (Laughter.) 

On a division the estimate was passed. 

The House adjourned. until to-morrow.

FINE EXAMPLE OF IRISH 
WORKMANSHIP. 


The trophy for the International Grand 
Prix Motor Race, to be held in the Phenix 
Park. Dublin, on July 12th and 1éth, is on 
view in the window’ ol Mesws. Chancellor and 
Son, Grafton street, Dublin. It is exhibited 
in the rough, as taken from the moulds, and 
has yet to be polished, while parts of it have 
to be silver gilt. 

The Phenix Monument, which recently was 
removed to another site in the Park to facili- 
tate the holding of the motor races, has been 
taken as the model for the trophy. on the 
suggestion of Mr. Chancellor, and the firm has 
rn mist an exact replica, which is a very 
fine specimen of Irish workmanship.

LICENSED GROCERS 
DISAPPOINTED. 


At the weekly meeting of the Committee 
of the Licensed Grocers and Vintners’ Pro- 
tection Association yesterday in the offices,

SLIGO. 


ROLE OF ELECTRICITY 
IN INDUSTRY. 
ey en 
From OUR SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 


SLIGO, Tuesday. 

Nearly two hundred delegates were present 
this morning in Sligo Town Hall for the open- 
ing session of the Irish Technical Instruction 
Association Congress. The programme for the 
three days contains a very considerable 
amount of work. It includes discussions 
between representatives of the Department of 
Education and the delegates of the Standing 
Council of the Association. Details of branch 
organisation will be settled. Other matters 
to be discussed are the desirability of greater 
freedom of action for technical -instruction 
committees; alterations required in present 
legislation; a pension scheme for technical 
teachers similar to that in operation for 
national teachers; the need for increased 
grants and the necessity for the establishment 
of continuativn schools, 

But the programme allows ample oppor- 
tunity for rest and recreation. Two afternoons 
will be spent in visiting the beauty spots of 
the ncighbodrtiond 

To-night the delegates’ dinner was held in 
Messrs. Lyons’ Hotel. and was followed by a 
musical entertainment. 

r. W. F. Brown, Mayor of Sligo, 
presided at the welcome to delegates at the 
morning session; Mr. k. Carty, T.D., Chair- 
man of the County Council; the Rev. P. J. 
O’Beirne, Sligo Urban Technical Committee ; 
Mr. M. J. Finn, County Commiittee of 
Technical Instruction; Mr. H. Campbell 
Parry, Chairman of the Sligo Harbour Com- 
mission and of the Sligo Chamber of Commerce ; 
Mr. M. Burns, President of the Sligo Trades’ 
Club, and Mr. J. A. O’Connell, County Sligo 
Savings Association, all welcomed the Wsitors 
on behalf of the town and the various bodies 
they represented, and they expressed hopes 
that the congress would be profitable to all. 

Mr. G. J. T. Clampett, Hon. Assistant 
Secretary, Rathmines, read letters of regret 
at inability to attend from the Minister of 
Education (Professor O'Sullivan) and other 
Officials of the Education Department; from 
the Minister of Education for Northern Ire- 
land; the Rev. Father Finlay, §.J., a former 

resident; the Mayor of Limerick, and Dr. 
McLaughlin. 


THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

At the Mayor’s request, Mr. T. P. Gill, 
President of the Association, then took the 
chair. 

After thanking the various representatives 
of local bodies for their very cordial welcome, 
Mr. Gill said:—Our Congress this year takes 
eng at an exceptionaliy auspicious moment 
or the cause it represents. ..t no time that 
I remember has vocational education received 
such emphatic general recognition. The 
Government have decided upon comprehen- 
sive legislation to advance it, and from one 
end of the country to the other there comes 
almost daily testimony that that decision 
responds to a most urgent and widespread 
demand, There will be complete unanimity 
behind the Minister when he introduces his 
measure. We have also the evidence of how 
the Technical Schools are helping to prepare 
their students for these opportunities and for 
their battle of life, and of how the young 
people, knowing well the value of what the 
Technical School has to give them, are this 
year again exceeding all previous records in 
the numbers in which they are clamouring 
for this help—only to find that thousands of 
them have to be turned away from the doors 


the accommodation requisite for meeting their 
needs in full—a very remarkable state of 
things. 

The President went on to say:—We have 
Messrs. Ford’s factory at Cork bringing over 
young men from England because, as they 
tell us, they cannot obtain enough youths in 
Ireland with the technical and commercial 
qualifications required for the jobs they want 
them to work at. And how suggestive is 
this contrast—Ford’s, one of the new enter- 
prises the Government have succeeded im 
introducing into the country, which is 
destined to bring employment t> large 
numbers of workers, unable to get enough 
hands in Ireland with sufficient skill even for 
youths’ jobs. What an illustration, more- 
over, of the urgency of tackling this parti- 
cular bit of the training problem. 


REQUEST FOR PARTICULARS. 

When he saw the statement as to the 
importation of English youths authentically 
at the meeting of the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce in Dublin on Thursday last, the 
President continued, he communicated with 
Cork and asked for certain particulars for 
the information of the technical schools. With 
that information before them the schools 
would be in a position if they were so enabled 
to provide more of the special teaching 
needed by would-be students whom they had 
had reluctantly to turn from their doors. 
Having spoken of the possibility of employing 
young men with a certain technical training 
on house-wiring in connection with the 
Shannon Scheme, he said:—The nations have 
come to recognise this reality—that to train a 
man to earn his living, support a family, and 
be a success in his career, is one of the 
highest duties of education. . . The body of 
people who constitute 75 per cent. .of the 
population are sent forth with an education 
that has had, perforce, to be broken off at 
the age of 14 to 16, and, except in the 
technical schools, their problem has hitherto 
found no real help; but now, I rejoice to say, 
it is about to be dealt with by the State, and 
in a masterly fashion, here in the Saorstát, 
on the basis of a memorable report. 


ELECTRICITY IN INDUSTRY. 


“The Industrial Application of Electricity’’ 
was the title of a paper read by Mr. 
Laurence J. Kettle, Dublin City Electrical 
Engineer and Manager, in which he outlined 
the use that can be made of our national 
power supply, in an industrial way, both in 
the present and in the future. Factories to 
supply our requirements, he said, will not 
spring up on Free State soil, nor will our 
farmers start to grow corn again as thev 
did, unless conditions be created which will 
make such enterprises pay a dividend. I 
desire to indicate how electricity and 
electrification can assist towards’ the 
objective of making the country self-supporting 
in regard to food and manufactured necessaries, 
Electricity is applicable to every industry for 
power, heating and lighting. No factory 
which is not electrified can hold its own to- 
day against the iactories which use electricity. 
.... For small factories no case can be estab- 
lished for the use of private power plant 
when a public supply is available at a reason- 
able rate. 

If any proof were needed as to the applica- 
bility an 
the publi@ supply as against any other form 
of power it can be found in Dublin. In 
Dublin coal is cheap, and in Dubin are 
located the chief selling agents of internal 
combustion engines. Everything is thus coth- 
bined to place private plant in a strong 
position, Notwithstanding these facts, 75 
per cent. of the power used in Dublin is 
supplied from the Dublin Electricity Works 
The new works staried in recent years bv 
cross-Channel firms have in every case availed 
themselves of the public supply. 

Among the power consumers in Dublin are 
included over 120 different trades, represent- 
ing nearly every form of industrial work to 
be found in the Free State. Our actual use 
of electricity is semehing over twenty units 
per head, and it would be very good work 
done if we could double that figure. oor 

In order to present a picture of the com- 
parative importance of the various potential 
uses of electricity in the factory and in the 
home, | give a rough estimate of the 
quantities of electricity which would be re- 
quired if we could substitute electricity for 
fuel to supply certain present requirements : 

Million units. 
For power (including tram- 
ways) 
For light 
For cooking (domestic) 
For baking bread 
For hot water .. 

These figures deal only with energy for 
present ordinary use. They form an objec- 
tive, and although we may not reach it for 
some considerable time, there is much good 
work possible even now. 

THE DISCUSSION. 

The discussion on Nr. Kettle’s paper was 
opened by Mr. T. J. Monahan, Chairman of 
the Irish Centre Institution of Electrical 
Engineers. One point, he said, the speaker 
had not stressed. Electricity answered the 
important question : How to be happy though 
married—electrify the home. If you do not 


think the home is an industrial centre, ask 
your wife. The great advantage of electricity

In these 
days of transition from a non-electrical to an 
electrical Ireland, it is not unnatural that 
those who have not been in touch with the 
electrical age should feel some doubt. 

There are two sorts of doubt in circulation 
at the present time. The first is that "the 
‘atriotic citizen is beginning to think that 
be really ought to take, in electricity, so as 
to help on the electrical power scheme. That 
is wrong; he should use electricity because 
it will help him in his business and put 
money in his pocket. There is another kind 
of doubt. We hear it said that this elec- 
tricity is all right, but it is too dear. Elec- 
tricity is the world’s best tool. 

Mr. C. O'Neill, South Tipperary, said :— 
We are prepared to go in for wheat-growing 
if wheat-growing pays. How many here de- 
mand bread made from Irish-grown wheat? 
How many bakers bake bread from Irish- 
grown wheat’? They do not do so because 
it is not possible without largely, and very 
largely, adulterating it with the foreign 
article. 

Mr. Davis, Enniscorthy. said that if the 
flour mills used electricity it would be greatly 
to the advantage of the owners and the 
Shannon scheme. Strange as it might seem, 
he got wheat grown in this country which 
made good flour. 
Miss K. Breen, Killarney, said that if the 
people used more of their own produce less 
medical attendance would be necessary. 
MEANS TO AN END. 
Mr. W: MeMillan, Chairman, Engineers’ 
Employers’ Association, Dublin, sa‘d that 
electricity w&s only a means to an end—help- 
ing people to be successful. If supply was 
brought to our doors, the fault would be ours 
if we did not show the will to work, which 
Is an essential ‘factor in industria) success. 
Mr. P. J. Egan, Tullamore, believed that 
the development of electricity would be a 
tremendous impetus to personal effort, follow- 
ing technical instruction throughout the 
country, especially in the ma‘ter of cotiage 
industries, which otherwise might remain 
dormant. He was convinced that the general 
health in the home would be much benefited 
by electricity. If the flour which satisfied the 
Irish people Years ago would satisfy them 
now, he believed that it would mean an 
enormous development in wheat-growing. 
while the accessibility would be of enormous 
value in the starting of mills. Government 
encouragement should he given to those whe 
wished to start mills in their own districts 
or to grow wheat to make their own bread. 
Councillor C. O'Sullivan, Pembroke. said 
that they agreed that the Shannon scheme 


‘was wonderful, but they did not agree that it 


was being launched for the benefit of the 
workers. The Government would be able to 
supply electricity if they got it for nothing, 
as they got the Pembroke undertaking. 
: Mrs. Kettle, Rathmines, thought that exist- 
ing electrical undertakings should he ade- 
quately compensated. They believed thev 
would be wiped out, but the least they could 
ask from those in charge of the seheme was 
that pioneers who built up prosperous under 
takings should get cheap lighting power in 
future. 
The Right Rev. Monsignor Cummins. Rog 
conimon, inquired what benefit electricity 
would bring to farmers with forty ovr fifty 
acres of land. | 
Replying to the comments on his paper, 
Mr. Kettle said that he was gratified to find 
that his paper had led to so much fruitful 
discussion. Mr. Morahan, he said, had put 
his finger on the central point. All that they 
were asked to do was to make their own busi- 
ness pay by using electricity. Not to be 
penalised they should be rewarded. Mr. 
(O'Neill spoke on home-grown wheat on a 
large scale. That is more a question of 
higher politics, tariffs, and so on. Mr. Davis 
referred to my remark on the price of elec 
tricity not mattering. But with lower prices 
more will be used. Every year we reduced 
the price of electricity in Dublin we made a 
bigger profit. In reply to Monsignor 
Cummins, who asked how electricity would 
benefit the farmer, Mr. Kettle said that it 
would enable him to get on with less labour, 
but the greatest difficulty about electricity 
for the farmer was the problem of getting it 
to the farm.

EX-POLICEMAN SENT TO JAIL. 


At the Circuit Court in Clonmel yesterday, 
before ~Judge Sealy, K.C., a middle-aged 
farmer named Patrick Terry, of Monadina, 
Co. Waterford, who stated that he was an ex- 
member of the Manchester police force, was 
charged with having, at Carrick-on-Suir, on 
16th March last, sent, delivered, or caused to 
be sent to Michael J. Quirke, solicitor. 
(Carrick-on-Suir, a letter threatening to kill 
or murder him, was further charged with 
having in his possession at Monadina a 
quantity of ammunition without having a 
certificate for it. 

THE LETTER. 

Mr. Quirke stated that he had done busi- 
ness for the accused: At a later stage, and 
prior to the receipt of the threatening letter. 
he had to take proceedings against him, and 
judgment was recorded in the proceedings. 
and a fi. fa. put in the hands of the Sheriff 
and a levy made. On the morning of 19th 
March the witness received by post the -fol- 
lowing letter :—‘‘1.50 a.m. ‘ It has come to 
our knowledge that you have wrongfully 
treated one Patrick Terry, Monadina, some 
time past in seizure of his cattle and money 
due to him vou have got. This will end now 
with big loss to your wife and family. With- 


us you are only getting a short time to pre- 
pare for the other world, and we say it is 
onlv fair. You are only a sort of scoundrel 
walking in grand shoes, and the end to you 
Is going to come soon. You won't know 
when and where the hour will befall vou. So 
Prepare or make restitution. (Signed)— 
Unit No, 23.” 

Mr. Quirke added that on the morning that 
he got the letter he thought that it came 
from the accused. He compared the writing 
in it with that in two old letters written by 
the accused, and was of the opinion that the 
writing was identical 

Cross-examined by Mr. Buggy, the witness 
said that he did not think that Terrv would 
carry out the threat contained in the letter. 

Captain Quirke, handwriting expert, stated 
that he had compared the writing in the 
threatening letter with that in other letters 
written by the accused, and found them to 
he identical. 

Sergeant Moynihan stated that in the 
accused's house he found an. indelible pencil 
similar to that with which the writing on the 
threatening letter was made. ud 


ACCUSED MAN'S EVIDENCE. 


The accused went into the witness box, and 
said that he had no ill-feeling whatever against 
Mr. Quirke. He denied writing a threatening 
letter, and said that at about 10.30 o’clock 
one night he was in a field near his ho-ce 
when a person came up to him and gave him 
a letter to post. It was piteh dark at the 
time, and he could not see whether the per 
son who gave him the letter was a man or a 
woman. He did not know the contents of the 
letter, and he gave it to a boy named Cahill 
to post. 

The jurv found the accused guilty, and re 
commended him to mercy. 

His Honour imposed ‘a sentence of six 
months’, with hard labour.

THE COMMISSIONER SYSTEM 
ADVOCATED. 


At the meeting of “imerick Rotary Club 
yesterday, Mr. J. 8. Gaffney, solicitor, Pre- 
sident, in the chair, a discussion took place 
on the question of the expediency of ap- 
pointing a Commissiones to administer the 
affairs of the city. 

Mr. James Ray said that he did not neces- 
sarily advocate a Cemmissioner, but he was 
in favour of a Commission form of municipal 
government for Limerick, whether it be that 
of Cork, with one Commissioner and a Cor- 
poration of ten to advise, or that of Dublin, 
where three gentlemen appear to be absolute. 
He thought that a Commissioner form was 
the most efficient and the most suitable that 
had been evolved at the moment. In Limerick 
their rates had increased from 18s. 7d. in the 
£ in 1923 to 22s. 6d. in 1929, and if a true 
rate were to be struck, he was told that it 
would be nearly Ws. in the £. 

They were at the fountain head of the 
Shannon scheme, and had all the necessary 
assets for prosperity, but they must have a 
municipal government capable of taking ad- 
vantage of all these, and he believed that 
this could be accomplished by a Commission 
form. 

Several members spoke )n favour of Mr. 
Ray's views. 

EFFECT OF THE HIGH RATE, 

The President, concluding the discussion, 
said that hopes were entertained that, in con- 
nection with the Shannon scheme, some fac- 
tories might be started. in Limerick, and thus 
give sorely-needed employment, bat that hope 
had not been realised, and- he had heard that 
people who had any ideas of that kind put 
them off because of the deplorably high rates. 
The only chance of progress was for the Cor- 
poration to abolish itseli—not wholly, but to 
a large extent, limited in number, with a 
manager who would have power to manage 
the various departments without being 
hampered by restrictions which the existing 
officials of the Corporation’ experienced.

The Raid on Curacao. 


The mere names,’ Curacao and the 
Caribbean Sea, are sufficient to stir the 
imagination. Visions of those stirring 
days of the seventeenth century when the 
fleets of the buccaneers swept along the 
Spanish Main are called to mind by the 
recent raid on the island.

For some time 
Willemstad, the chief town of Curacao, 
which belongs to the Dutch, has been a 
refuge for exiled Venezifélan malcontents.

In Government offices it is now essential, 
and in process of time will become a 
vital essential for the profession of law. 
In all the appointments of dispensary 
doctors. Irish is now a ‘decidipg factor. 
‘Whilst, therefore, no persecution is to be 
anticipated in the slightest degree, yet 
the guif caused by the gradual pressure 
of the Governmeént’s policy is becoming 
more and more marked as time goes on in 
the corresponding loss to. our people 
throughout the country. 

There is no doubt in the minds oí 
Church people generally. that the end 
belore this policy is to bring into being 
in time a people, a nation, which shall 
live within its own borders, and be only 
a nominal portion of the British. Empire. 
We must, therefore, confront the future 
with our eyes open. We must see that 
we are cut off from Government appoint- 
ments of all kinds, that in time none of 
our co-religionists will be represented in 
the, legal professions. If the ideals cannot 
be reconciled, then we must do the best 
we can, and devote ourselves more to 
commerce and farming, but it is obvious 
that, unless some great change comes, we 
must reconcile ourselves to still further 
considerable ‘numerical loss. 


NEWSPAPER ATTACKS. 


Now, regarding the second point— 
namely, the uprise of denominational 
opposition.

ELECTIONS. 


MANY SURPRISES 
EXPECTED. 


From BEUTFR $ CORRESPONDENT,. 
CAPE TOWN, Tuesday. 

To-morrow's general election is expected 
Y be prolific in surprises and even sensa- 
tions. Fifteen entirely new constituencies 
have been carved from existing ones, and 
many others retain their old names, with 
great changes in their boundaries. 

There are many instances where the 
transier of a homogeneous group of two 
to three hundred voters may change the 
political complexion. of the constituency. 
This . chiefly applies to country con- 
stituencies, where the trend of opinion is 
most difficult to detect. 

MINISTERS’ SEATS. 

The best prophets class from forty to 
fifty seats as doubtful, of which half are 
generally thought to be Ministerialist 
seats and half South African Party seats. 

This is out of a total of 148 seats. All 
the Ministers, except the Jabour 
members, represent country constituen- 
cies, and it is rumoured that two or three 
may be defeated. xe 

In the towns the outlook is less doubt- 
ful. The urban constituencies, with the 
the Rand, are generally 
expected to be solid for the South African 
Party, with some gain from Labour. 

On the Rand the South African Party 
may gain slightly from Labour. 

LABOUR'S POSITION. 

The general opinion is that the 
National Council section of Labour will 
be virtually wiped out and the Pact 
section much -weakened. 

The British elections have made the 
idea of a stalemate popular ‘with the 
man in the street, but the experts and 
the calculating prophets were never more 
cautious. 

A collection of their predictions~ gives 

the Government either a bare majority o> 
a very good one. The Civil Service vote, 
and also the vote of the railwaymen, is 
expected to swing strongly against the 
Government, but, owing to the wide dis- 
tribution of these voters, it is difficult 
to calculate the aggregate effect. 
Of course, the South African Party 
stalwarts predict a swing of the pendulum 
with sweeping victories; Nationalist 
Party officials say: “ With luck we shall 
have a victory that will astonish the 
country.’’ 

DECLARING THE RESULTS. 
Urban resulis will be announced _ to- 
morrow night, and may give a pointer as 
to the feeling in the country, but they 
should be interpreted: with reserve. The 
issue will really be decided by the voting 
in the Cape, Transvaal and Northern 
Natal, country areas from which it is 
expected results will be declared on 
Thursday afternoon and evening. 

Some results will come in much later, 
but by Thursday midnight the fate of the 
Government should be clearly indicated.

PARK ARRANGEMENTS. 
The congregation in the Park will be 


Every parish has been notified 
by letter and public announcement of its 
particular place, and people are advised 
to get to the Park as best they can and in 
open order, as it is considered that parties 
marching in processional order are likely 
to retard rapid progress. 

The stewards. have been under the 

tutelage of Superintendent Duffy, Adju- 
tant of the Civic Guards, and will all 
attend at the Vark on Monday evening 
next for a rehersal of their duties.

This was necessary, 
however, in view of the large number of 
special trains, to ensure that the last 
arrivals would be in time for the celebra- 
tions. There will be an interval of only 
ten minutes between the arriva! of each 
train. 

It is feared that Dublin’s tram, ’bus, 
taxi, and horse-drawn vehicles will not be 
able to cope with the demand that will 
be made upon them. It is estimated that 
not more than one-third of those who are 
expected to assist at the Mass will be able 
to get transport.

HOW JUSMCE WILL BE

From ‘Tre Times’ CoORRESPONDENT. 
' ROME, Tuesday. 

A summary of the six laws decreed by 
the Pope for the Vatican City on June 7 
is published in to-night’s OSservatore 
Romano. The most interesting of them 
is that entitled the “' Fundamental Law,” 
defining the powers of the Holy Father. 
The whole text will appear in the forth- 
coming issue’.of the ‘Aéta Apostolicae 
Sedis.. . 

According to the first article, “the 
Supreme Pontiff Sovereign of the State of 
the City of the Vatican has the full legis- 
lative executive and judicial powers.”’ 

When the See is vacant these powers 
devolve upon the Sacred College, which 
may issue legislative provisions only in 
cases of emergency, and these measures 
cease to have effect after the termination 
of the vacancy unless confirmed by the 
new Pope. 

POWERS OF THE POPE. 

The second article goes on.to define the 
powers of the Pope in connection with the 
various. tribunals and other organs of the 
Apostolic See and, in partieular, with the 
Papal Courts. 

The Pope reserves. the right to delegate 
his legislative power: in certain determined 
spheres or for certain particular cases to the 
Governor of the State; who may*issue the 
necessary regulations for the execution of.the 
laws--atter previous agreement with the 
General Councillor of the State. 

_ Particularly interesting are the clauses deal. 
ing with the administration of justice. In 
civil cases, failing provision to the contrary, 
the judicial authority is “ordinarily to be 
exercised by a Court of First Instance, com- 
posed of a president and two judges. Appeals 
may be made to the Sacred Rota, and, in 
exceptional cases, to the Supreme Court of 
the Segnatura. 

CRIMINAL TRIALS. 

The same procedure is prescribed for 

criminal trials. Minor cases, will he heard by 
officials appointed for the purpose . by the 
Governor. 
_ Any person who considers that his rights or 
mterests have been infringed by any adminis- 
trative act may appeal to the Pope, through 
the intermediary of the General Council of 
the State. 

_In those cases where no express legal pro- 
vision is made, Italian laws and the regula- 
tions made by the Governor of Rome are to 
apply, provided, however, that they be not 
contrary to the precepts of Divine law or to 
the genera contained in the Treaty of the 
Lateran. 

THE COAT OF ARMS. 

The Jaw also describes the Papal Flag and 
Coat of Arms and the Seal of the Vatican 
City. The flag is as at present.

The Seal also has the keys 
and triregno in the centre, surrounded by four 
concentric circles, containing the legend: 
“ Stato Della Citta Vaticana.”’ 

A WIRELESS STATION. 
From Revurer’s CorresPonvent. 
VATIUAN CITY, Tuesday. 

The Pope to-day received Senatore Marconi, 
with whom he discussed the details of the 
construction of a wireless station on the 
territory of the Vatican City. This is the 
second time'that Senatore Marconi has been 
received for this purpose. It is understood 
that the erection of a wireless station. will 
be begun shortly. 

QUESTION OF NATIONALITY. 
From Oor Own Correspon DENT. 
ROME, Tuesday. 

All people living within the Vatican limits 
have been ejected, except the regularly 
recognised 450 odd Vatican citizens. The 
question of nationality for these 459 is still 
an unsolved problem, but it is beheved they 
will be Italians, with a sort of super-irmposed 
Vatican citizenship in addition. Vatican 
citizens wil! be exempt from Italian taxaticn. 

Camillo Serafini, the new Vatican Goverue 
will have charge of posts, telegraphs, water 
supplies, lighting, and street cleaning, aided 
by a commission. 

The work on the Pope’s new railway 
station is advancing. and a specially built 
Pullman car is ready for him any time he 
desires to travel. Plans are alsu being worked 
out for establishing an aviation field within 
the Vatican limits. 

Despite the tact that Premier Mussolini 
declares the Italian Press is the freest in the 
world, the Vatican newspaper, (Ussercatore 
Romano, is being moved to the Vatican City 
so as to be subject to the least possible inter- 
ference. ; 

TELEPHONES TO CHURCHES, 

The Vatican telephonic installations, when 
completed, will also assure it of communica- 
tions with a dozen churches, institutions and 
establishments lying outside the Vatican City 
proper. The installation of the new telephonic 
system is costing 1,500, lire. 

The Vatican authorities, however, will: also 
discreetly depend on special courier service. 

WIRELESS PLANS. 
The wireless station will have its own 
power supply plant, not depending on the 
Italian ones, and will have 100 kilowatt 
power. The broadcasting feature will 
enable the Pope to disseminate his speeches 
and communications to four hundred million 
Catholics around the world, not to mention 
the sending of Sistine Chapel music, and 
of Vatican news to the world without re- 
striction. 
Town planning and improvements are also 
projected within the Vatican City. Governor 
Serafini will be installed in a building im- 
mediately behind St. Peter's, and new apart- 
ments for visiting sovereigns are also being 
prepared. : 
For the convenience of tourists a new en- 
trance to the famous Vatican museum and 
picture gallery is. being prepared from the 
Piazza Risorgimento. The streets will be 
widened, and some shoddy and tawdry 
buildings pulled down. With the added 
duties of policing and guarding the frontier, 
the Pope's Swiss Guards will be recruited 
above the present strength of ninety.

There is widespread indignation here 
over yet another “‘dry murder,” such as 
was described in the House of Representa- 
tives to-day. 

A man, his wife, and two children were 
driving to their home at Big Falls, Minn., 
on Saturday, when a. prohibition 
inspector, after the briefest warning, fired 
at the car and riddled the man with 
bullets. No liquor was found in the car, 
which contained twenty-six bullet holes. 
The two little children and the man’s wife 
apparently escaped only because they were 
able to crouch down in the rear o! the car. 


LYNCHING THREATENED. 

The public is deeply incensed at this 
latest exploit of the prohibition agents, 
which has aroused a storm of protest in 
the Press and in Congress. 

The inspector is at present: under arrest, 
and police are patrolling the town to 
prevent him from being lynched. 

The jail was besieged to-day by a crowd 
of angry citizens, who threatened to deal 
with the inspector in the same way that 
Southerners treat negroes -suspected of 
assaulting white women. 


BOY WOUNDED.

incident in Detroit, where a boy was 
seriously wounded by shots from a 


prohibition officer, who admitted ‘‘ firing 
several shots into the air.”

So far, however, President Hoover has nut 
yet extended any formal invitation. 

It is believed m diplomatic ‘circles that ‘this 
might be the next step in what political 
observers here regard as a determined attempt 
by Mr. Macdonald and President - Hoover 
finally to dispose of the vexatious issues which 
at present cloud the harmony of the relations 
between the two countries. 


WAR DE37S. 

Tesides the uestion of naval limitation, 
Mr. Macdonald is reported to be much in- 
terested in inter-Allied war debts. American 
officials, however, believe that this subject 
would not be discussed at the proposed con- 
ference except as iar as the war debt owed 
by Great Britain to the United States is 
concerned.

Mr. O'Sullivan, in his defence, declared 
that he never promised marriage to the 
plaintiff. 

Miss Gould was cross-examined to-day by 
Serjeant Sullivan, for the defendant. She 
maintained that there was no reason for any 
secrecy regarding the position of affairs be- 
tween herself and Mr. O'Sullivan after 1905. 
She understood that Mr. O'Sullivan did not 
wish a lady to whom he had formerly been 
paying attentions to hear anything. The 
defendant always used to write as though the 
nage a was opening his letters. Sometimes 

e wrote things about neighbours. 
A PROPHETIC ALLUSION. 

Serjeant Sullivan quoted an extract from 
a letter of Mr. O'Sullivan, which ran:— 
“I will soon be as bad as those —— fools 
you read of in the divorce cases—I am sorry, 

mean in the breach of promise cases.”’ 

The Jadge—Somewhat prophetic, wasn’t 
it? (Laughter.) 

Serjeant Sullivan—He wus not a very 
ardent lover at any time, was he? He did 
not give you an engagement ring?’ 

Miss Gould—1 told him not to bother. I 
did not want one. I gave him a nugget pin, 
and that was to be given back to me if he 
broke the engagement. i 

Edward Gould, brother of the plaintiff, 
also gave evidence. In 1919 he asked Mr. 
O'Sullivan when he was going to marry his 
sister, and the defendant said that they were 
to be married before long. 

DEFENDANT’S EVIDENCE. | 

Mr. O'Sullivan, in the witness-box, said 
that his income was £8 a week. He was 
born within a mile oí the farm occupied by 
the plaintifí's family, and had known Miss 
Gould since childhood. He came to London 
as a young man, and he was now fifty-five 
years of age. He used to be good friends 
with Miss Gould. 

Serjeant Sullivan—Did you ever propose 
marriage to her? 

Mr. O’Sullivan—I did not. 

Did you ever ask her to marry you’—I 
Bid not. 

Was there any agreement or arrangement 
between you to get married ’—Never. 

Mr. O'Sullivan denied than in 1919 he 
spoke to Mr. Edward Gould about marrying 
his sister. Had there been an engagement 
he would certainly have had an interview with 
plaintiff's mother with reference to the young 
woman’s fortune. The passage in one of his 
letters about “going unscathed’’ had no 
reference to any engagement. For some time 
before that was written Miss Gould had been 
sending him offensive messages. 

THE NEW LOVE. : 

Replying to his lordship, defendant said 
he became engaged to his present wife during 
the summer of 1922. He had been courting 
her for some time before that. She was 
now about twenty-nine vears of age.

At the same time the correspond- 
ing rates affecting the above commodities in 
connection with the and city of Cork and 
the port and city of Waterford were increased 
by much lower percentages than the per- 
centage increases in. respect of the city and. 
port of Limerick. The rates at present pre- 
vailing, both local and through, to and from 
the city and port of Limerick in respect of 
the above commodities represented increases 
over pre-war rates very much in excess of the 
percentage increases over pre-war rates b 
vailing in the ports of Cork and Waterford. 

The applicants were vitally affected in trade 
and business by the amount of railway

In 
education we have done all that is possible 
to bring facilities for education within reach 
of our people. Decrease in members has 
increased enormously the difficulties of main- 
taining Church schools, but the Education 
Committees have taken measures which we 
hope will meet the needs which have arisen. 
The churches and glebe houses are almost 
without exception in an excellent state of 
repair. In this diocese we have cause to 
remember with gratitude the names of Bishop 
Gore and Dr. Downes, These men of saintly 
memory have made it possible for us to keep 
our churches and glebe houses in good order. 
I have often wished that suitable memorials 
could be erected in our eathedral to be a 
witness to the good these men have done, and 
to be'a stimulus to those who have to uphold 
the banner of the Church in later days. 

THE BOULTER FUND. 

Much anxiety is at present felt through 
the Church of Ireland regarding the announce- 
ment that the Representative Church Body 

ropose to withdraw all grants from what is 

haon as the Boulter Fund, and redistribute 
them on new terms. At the request of the 
Representative Church Body the Legal Com- 
mittee in 1884 defined what seemed to them 
to be the legal position up to that date. The 
Legal Committee of 1929, at the request of 
the General Synod of 1927, have again con- 
sidered the question, and have sent in a 
report which is in opposition to the findings 
and recommendations of the Committee of 
1884. 
The Representative Church Body now con- 
template asking for a decision from a court of 
law at an early date as to which of these 
opinions represent the true construction to be 
placed upon the various statutes which deal 
with this important matter. This announce- 
ment will give satisfaction to the Church, as 
it is very undesirable to leave a question 
of such magnitude unsettled for a longer 
period than is abgolutely essential.

Mr. Phelps—Unfortunately, under the 
Amalgamation Act we could not increase 
rates, and never got any rise until 1920. 
That was the first that we got. 

Asked what the rates were between 
Limerick and London in 1920, he said that 
the only rates that he had there were the 
pre-war rates and the rates of 1928. 

Further cross-examined, he said that no 
man could tell what the rate was during 
the years 1920-1928, it had been changed so 
frequently. 

Arthur J. Smyth, book-keeper at Messrs. 
Todd and Co.’s, Limerick, bore ont counsel's 
statement as to the different rates applying 
to Limerick, Cork and Waterford for hosiery 
and drapery inwards from = Leicester to 
Limerick.

What do we really understand by the 
all-court player? 

Surely, a player who is more or less equal 
in all departments of the nely, the 
service, ground’ strokes from the base line 
and further ap the court, volleying in all posi- 
tions, footwork, temperament, and last, but 
not least, one must use the brain and have 
the adaptability to change one’s tactics when 
in danger of being beaten: ~ 

Test the opponent’s powgrs at the begin- 
ning of every game — unless, of course, you 
already know them. Find out his weakness 
and strength then, because a few games lost 
at the beginning of a match mean nothing if 
thereby you gain such md “ as will help 
you all the way through. e all-rounder 
here gains a substantial advantage over his 
opponent, as he has no weakness to reveal ; 
footwork and position are of the utmost im- 
portance to the all-rounder, and he must 
always aim, after each stroke, to regain the 
centre of the court. 

PLACING THE SERVICE. 

Now let us consider the service. This 
should generally be placed, generally speak- 
ing, down the centre line, thus narrowing the 
angle of-return. But it is essential to change 
occasionally, otherwise your opponent will 
know what is coming each time. 

The point to be aimed at with a service, 
no matter of what standard the player, is to 
make both services of like speed. I do not 
mean that each should be hit with all 
strength, for this, in most instances, would 
result in numerous double faults—things to 
be avoided at all costs. What I do mean is 
this: the first service should be slowed down 
to the extent that makes a reasonable cer- 
tainty of going into court, and, at the same 
time, the server has enough control over the 
ball to be able to place it, 

If the first results in a fault, the second 
can be of almost the same speed and 
trajeectory, thereby eliminating that lolly-po 
second service so much in evidence with 
second-class players of to-day, and which is 
a gift to the opponent. 

An all-rounder should endeavour fo iearn 
a service which is fast and accurate, usin,, 
at the same time, the least possible amount 
of energy. That also applies to his rushes 
to the net. He uses—and loses—a iot of 
strength, and may find it fail him in a ‘long 
singles match. 


GROUND STROKES. 

Ground strokes, more especially those from 
the base-line and service returns, should be 
taker early in their bound. By doing this 
your opponent is given less time to get into 


position. and to think where to place his | 


return. Always aim to return as near the 
centre of the court as possible, for from 
there the ground can be covered with the 
least possible amount of energy. 

The weight of the body must be thrown 
forward to get the greatest speed with the 
minimum of exertion. When executing a 
forehand stroke, the left foot should be for- 
ward and the left shoulder turned towards 
the net. The right foot and right shoulder 
should point to the net for a back-hand. Much 
speed is often lost by many players by not 
throwing the body forward. : 

Now ground strokes to the all-rounder are 
merely a means to an end, to make a suffi- 
ciently good opening for an attack at the 
net. Many eminent players make wonderful 
openings of whieh they never take full ad- 
vantage owing to their inability to volley 
completely. 

IMPORTANT HARMONY. . 

Everything in an all-court game must blend 
together for a definite purpose. On a good 
drive, if the player can advance to the net, 
his opponent is thereby faced with a double 
difficulty. He has not only to return the ball 
over the net, he has to pass his opponent 
and decide whether to lob or angle his drive. 
Through over-anxiety, indecision, and haste, 
his margin of error is doubled; he may over- 
lob or over-angle. 

If an all-rounder is playing a base-liner, he 
must endeavour to draw him to the net with 
a drop shot. He can now either lob or drive 
past him; he is not hurried, as it was his 
own idea to get his opponent to the net, 
where he is not in his element. A hard drive 
or a high lob, will often win the point, and 
the fact that his opponent is made nervous 
and diffident leon a knowledge of his own 
weakness, will help the tactician to make the 


nt. 

If, on the other hand, the opponent is a 
net-player, he must be kept at the back of 
the court, while the all-court player advances 
to the net. There he will have his opponent’s 
weaker ground ‘strokes to deal with. If, 
however, his adversary gets to the net first, 
lob deeply, but not too high—a lob that is 
too high will give him time to run back. H, 
it is not “‘ just right ” it will prove a gift to 
the nent. 

QUICK-CHANGE ARTIST. 

Again, if it is found that the opponent, 
though a good low volleyer, is weak in his 
smashes, continue to draw him to the net 
with drop shots, and then send down well- 
placed lobs to the base-line. These will 
usually prove winners; if not outright, the 
return will be so weak that it can be dealt 
with easily. } 

Now we come to the “ quick-change 
artist.” branch of the all-court players reper- 
toire. If he is being beaten he must change 
his tactics—endeavour to break up. his 
opponent’s game by delivering shots he has 
found to be most unpopular on the other 
side. High loopy drives with a good length 
often disconcert a hard driver; he will pro- 
bably dislike their high bound. If you have 
found out that he cannot deal with short 
shots, try those, even if you lose a few points 
doing it; they will make him uncertain as to 
what is coming next. This may not have any 
effect; but it is worth trying and often does 
break up his game and that has a demoralis- 
ing effect at once. 

‘The all-rounder, then, must be equipped 
with a good and safe service, fore and back- 
hand drives, volleying and smashing powers, 
a drop shot, a lob, good and quick footwork 
and a match-winning temperament. He must 
always aim to keep his opponent guessing. 
A competent all-rounder should always beat 
. base-liner or purely a volleyer oí his own 
class. 


PROS AND CONS. 

We will now endeayour to sum up shortly 
why the all-court player should, and does, 
nine times out of ten, win. 

The all-rounder should beat— 

(a) The base-liner, because he, having. the 
volley in his “ bag” can advance to the 
net, thereby adopting an attitude of attack 
and increasing the margin of error of his 
opponent. 

(b) The volleyer, because, having a good 
ground shot and loh, he can keep his 
cpponent in such a position as to make it 
difficult for him to attain his natural position 
at the net, and further, the all-rounder, 
having got to the net himself, has his 
opponent’s weaker ground shots to deal with. 

From the above mv ideal all-rounder would 
be a player with Tilden’s height end service. 
Lacoste’s . ground geen and Borotra’s 
volleying, agility and anticipation, added to 
a cool, deliberate and match-winning tem- 
perament. 

In my opinion, the finest example of an 
all-court plaver to-day is Henri Cochet. He 
is ranked No. 1 by all the leading tennis 
writers and lawn tennis associations in the 
world, excluding Great Britain, who, np to 
the present, do not issue an official raikidg 
list, but intend to do so at the end of this 


season.

KINGSTOWN REGATTA 
REVIVAL. 


- 


To-day launches the revival of Kingstown 
Regatta on its old lines as a first class racing 
fixture after an interregnum of the quietude 
of local regattas, which has lasted for very 
many years.—so many, indeed, that the spell 
did not appear likely ever to be broken, 

That it has been ig due to the indomnitable spirit 
ef the members of the two principal yacht clubs at 
Kingstown—the Royal Irish and the Royal St, 
(eorge. They applied for a date, They got it, and 
also got promises of support, and the fleet which 
hag gathered in harbour for the regatta which 
wpens to-day is the best possible tribute to their 
labours. 

Speaking broadly, this fleet~—and we have in mind 
now the five great cuiters, the Shamrock. White 
Heather II., Lulworth, Astra and Cambria—is as 
ime a one as ever has been seen at Kingstown 
even during the best of the old days. It is a 
trevt to the eye, and certainly it ig to the imagina. 
tion of those who love the sea and the ships which 
float upon it to see these splendid vessels racing 
under full sail. as they will be to-day. There are 
many “ old-timers,” indeed, who will centre their 
attention upon them to the exclusion of almost 
every other race. 

THE BIG CUTTERS, 

Just a hint to those-who wish to view all that 
can be seen, Well, the first thing to do is to re- 
remember the starting hour, and make one's plans 
necordingly. The race for the big cutters is due to 
siart at 11 o'clock on the line outside harbour, 
this Jine being defined by a flagpole on the East 
Pier Battery as the shore mark, and a flag boat 
moored outside, defining the sea-end of the line. 

Following the usual procedure, the five cutters 


will drop their moorings probably around abouf 10 
crlock so as to have a spin outside “to feel the 
wind.” At 10.50 a.m. a gun will be fired (defining 
the time) and the code flag for the race (A of the | 
International Code) hoisted on the flag pole. At 


10.55 the code flag will be joined by P of the Code. 
the “preparatory” signal, a gun being fired at 
the same time. Five minutes later—that is. at 11 
oclock—a gun is fired. “‘ the starting gun,” the 
two flags dropped, the actual starting signal. and 
the yachts are freed to go away on their course, 
which will be very nearly to the southward on the 
first leg of their course. 

Up to this the yaehis have been manceuvring 
around for position, it being an axiom in racing 
thas a good start is half of the ultimate success 
in a race. It is when the preparatoty signal is 
hoisted that the tension is at its maximum. Good 
and careful Judgment then means the right position 
when starting time arrives. 

.,Machts of the size of those we are concerned 
with here need, by the way, very careful handling, 
No liberties can be taken with them, nor can one 
take a liberty with another. They are too big, too 
powerful for all that sort of thing. 
VANTAGE-POINTS. 

To see all this that has been described the best 
wint of vantage is the East Pier end. The West 
rer end is not to be despised, but the other is 
better, simply because the starting line is off it, 
and the yachts when they are let go sail first to 
the Muglins mark, moored to the north of Dalkey 
Island, Thus they pass ‘Along the pier mentioned. 
and from the latter, and for that matter from the 
“pew road,” from Sandycove Point an excellent 
view of the race and of all races can be obtained. 

The Muglins, as was said, is the first mark anid 
the distant Kish Lightship the next. Then they 
come back to the Rosbeg buoy, and from the latter 
home to the etarting line again to complete the 
round, each round, by the way. being 23 miles. 
their fnll course—two rounds—thus being 46 miles. 

Should to-day be like yesterday early finishes 
should be the rule all round, even with the big 
cutters, There was a grand Southerly breeze 
yesterday, amooth water, and a hot sun. Last 
evening was perfect, and the breeze was inclined 
to back towards the East, by no means a bad 
sign, by the way.

He was, ore, inclined to give 
his sanction to a reasonable expenditure for 
the purpose, but entertaitied doubts as to the 
suitability of the design and the life of the 
proposed structure.

immediate requirements of the district. For 
those reasons he asked that the proposal 
should receive further consideration. 

Mr. Meghen said that they hoped to in- 
vestigate the question of the pavilion further. 
The design that they put before the Minister 
was based on the assumption that the 
finances of the district could not stand very 
heavy expenditure, and they were just going 
for what they could reasonably afford at the 
time, and a structure they believed would 
pay for itself from the income derived. 

As to the present season, they had arranged 
to erect a marquee, in which performances 
would-be given by Irish companies, and they 
hoped to get the Abbey Players and at least 
one opera company. 

_THE ELECTRICITY ACCOUNTS. 

The Minister for Local Government wrote 
with reference to the request of the Com- 
missioner for the reopening of the audit of 
the Council’s electricity undertaking accounts. 
that he had been advised that he had no 
power to authorise the reopening of the audit, 
and was of opinion that no useful purpose 
could be served thereby. In the auditor's report 
it was pointed out that no specific charge 
had been made in the accounts in respect of 
services rendered by the Council’s staff. So 
far as the Minister was aware it was quite 
open to the Commissioner to make represen- 
tations to the Electricity Supply Board with 
a view to a value being placed on these 
services, and a corresponding allowance being 
made against the credit balance on current 
account of ‘the 11th July last. 

Mr. Meghen said. that when the Local 
Government Auditor audited the accounts of 
their electricity undertaking on the taking 
over by the Electricity Supply Board he 
merely examined the electric light account. 
In the general instruction of the Department 
of Local Government the accounts of the 
Council were all bulked, for the purposes of 
their treasurers and bankers, and generally 
any activities of the Council, such as harbour 
electric light or Esplanade illumination, were 
not dealt with in a commercial way in which 
an outside company would deal with them. He 
felt that they had a very reasonable claim in 
respect of administration charges for the 
electricity undertaking since its inception, but 
they were met by the Electricity Board with 
practically a refusal to consider it. 

HARBOUR IMPROVEMENTS. 

The Local Government Board sanctioned 
the raising of a loan for £2,500- for the 
erection of a "ew electric crane and for repairs 
to the North Pier of the harbour, repayment 
to be spread over ten years.

DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT. 
FALSE IMPRISONMENT. 


WOMAN AWARDED 


£50 DAMAGES. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

The Judge awarded £50 damages for false 
imprisonment to Mrs. Margaret Murphy, 
20a Spencer street, North Strand, who h 
brought an action against Denis Guiney, 
trading as Messrs. Guiney and Co., 79 Talbot 
street, Dublin, claiming damages for alleged 
inalicious prosecution, false imprisonment and 
slander, arising out of a charge AER 
against her jn the District Court, which was 
dismissed, of stealing two pairs of socks. 

The case made was that Mrs, Murphy, who 
had a “club ticket” value for~ £1, ‘was 
selecting shirts, ties and socks in Guiney's 
shop on July last. The male assistant 
who was attending her went to another part 
of the counter, and a girl assistant came 
along and, it was alleged, pushed Mrs. 
Murphy aside. A parcel of socks was knocked 
down on the floor, and an altercation took 
place. Mr..Guiney came on the scene, and a 
Guard was brought into the shop, and Mrs. 
Murphy was given in custody on a charge of 
stealing two pairs.of socks. She was brought 
to. Store street police station, where she was 
detained till baíl was offered by her husband. 
The following day she was charged in the 
District Court, but District Justice Little 
refused informations. 

The Judge found that the claim for 
malicious prosecution and also for slander 
had failed, but on the claim for false im- 
prisonment he awarded her £50 damages and 
ccsts. He was satisfied that she did not steal 
the socks. She had impressed him as being 
a very respectable woman. She had not com- 
mitted the offence with which she was 
charged, and Mr. Guiney had no justification 
for giving her into custody. She had 
succeeded in the most serious of the counts. 

Mr. F. X. Sherry (instructed by Mr. J. 
Vincent Brady) appeared. for the plaintiff, 
and Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C., and Mr. 
Gerald Burke (instructed by Mr. J. Brennan, 
solicitor) defended.

ECHO OF TROUBLED TIMES. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

A case under the Damage to Property Act 
came up for hearing. he applicant was 
Robert McGrath, who claimed £2,495 in 
respect of the destruction of his premises in 
Main street, Rathfarnham, known as Rath- 
farnham Barrack, on January 11, 1925, and 
£176 for damage to his cottages at Castleview 
terrace, in the same neighbourhood. 

Mr. H. Moloney, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. W. G. Fallon (instructed by Messrs. J. 
H. Walsh and Co.), for the applicant, stated 
that a settlement as to the amount had been 
reached. 

It appeared that Mr. McGrath had leased 
the premises for a period of seven years in 
November, 1918, to the R.I.C., who used 
them for the purpose of a barrack. They 
were so occupied by the Constabulary until 
the establishment of the Free State, when 
the Civic Guards went into occupation. 
During the troubled period the barrack was 
very badly damaged, and, so far as could be 
ascertained, a land mine or other heavy ex- 
plosive was placed within the building, which 
was blown up. The cottages also were 
damaged by unknown men, who entered and 
cut holes through the walls so as to establish 
internal communication. 

Counsel then mentioned that the amounts 
agreed on in the settlement were £2,200 in 


respéct of the barrack and £144 for the 
cottages. 
The Judge received, the consent and 


attached a reinstatement condition. 
Mr. Horan, solicitor, represented the State.

A REVOLVER. 

It would be proved that the accused, Con- 
nolly, was heard to state that he was “on 
a stunt ” that night, and it would be proved 
that he had a revolver in his possession, and 
that he rather boasted of that fact, as well 
as admitting that he had fired the shot. 
After the shot was fired the raiders went 
to the bar, picked up the tash that the 
assistant was counting, and made off. 

Patrick Markey, an assistant in the shop, 
told how three raiders forced their way into 
the premises about 9 o'clock on the night in 
question. One of them fired a revolver she 
and cried ‘‘Hands up.” He then went 
inside the bar and took the money off the 
counter, and went out, the other two follow- 
ing. They only were about. three minutes 
in the shop. The raiders were disguised, 
and witness did not identify the accused 
man.

that the man who had the revolver had 
the whole of his face covered with a dark 


cloth. 
THREE MASKED MEN, 

Thomas Quigley stated, in evidence; that 
he and Doyle were in the bar of the public- 
house about 9 o’clock when the three masked 
men forced an entry, and in doing so 
jammed Markey behind the door. The first 
man who entered was armed, and he fired 
a shot which wounded Doyle, 

Superintendent John Feore, of the Civic 
Guards, said that he and Detective Officer 
Connolly visited the public-house on the 
night of August 20th, and that they found 
an empty bullet case on the floor in the 
shop. In the County Hospital Doyle made 
a statement, but he was unable to sign it. 

The Judge ruled out the statement. 

Thomas Rirk, of Dowdall’s Hill, Dundalk, 
stated that he knew the accused man about 
two or three years before August, 1926. On 
the night of August 20th, 1926, witness went 
te the Marsh road corner, whe.» he lived, 
about 8 o’clock, where he met the accused 
Ad Hairy McArdle. Connolly said tht thev 
were going “on a stunt.” Connolly left 
him, and witness went to Rice's public-house, 
where he remained until 9.50, when he went 
to McArdle’s public-house. Wher he was 
going home he heard a shot; at that he 
halted for a few minutes, and then went on 
to Marsh road, where he met Connolly and 
McArdle. Prior to August 20 Connolly had 
shown witness two .32 revolvers in his own 
house. On the 22nd August witness met 
Connolly at Marsh road corner, and Connolly 
said that he was “on the stunt’’ at 
McGuinness s. Witness asked him who shot 
Doyle, and Connolly said, “I did.” He said 
also that Pat Duffy was with him, 

AFTER TWO YEARS. 

In reply to Mr. Troddyn, for the defence, 
the witness said that he never spoke about 
the shooting of Connolly after that date. 

It was a matter of no interest to you?—! 
was not in it. 

And for two and a half years you never 
spoke to anyone about the shooting?—No. 

‘Though you knew all the time that the 
people of Dundalk were anxious to find the 
murderer of Doyle?—Yes; but 1 did not 
bother about it, 

In further cross-examination the witness 
said that he had been put out of his father's 
house because he had given evidence in this 
case in Dundalk. He was accustomed to the 
use of arms and had been in the Fianna 
organisation, but he never raided houses for 
arms. He had offered to store arms in his 
home for the Fianna a couple of years ago. 
He supposed that he was classed as a gun- 
man, but gunmen did not meet at his home. 

In reply to further questions, the witness 
said that he had not worked since he had 
given evidence in Dundalk. He lived in the 
Shamrock Bar, but he had not paid for his 
keep. He was now living in the Dépét, 

The Judge—Did you go to the police in 
connection with this before the arrest of 
Connolly ?—No. 

Why, during almost three years, did you not 
take any steps to acquaint the ‘police of the 
name of the man who had told you that -he 
had murdered John Doyle? 

The witness did not answer. 

“ COWARDLY.” 

Did you. consider that. the shooting of 
Doyle was a disgraceful and cowardly act?— 
I knew it was cowardly, all right. 

Do you draw the line at disgraceful?—It 
was disgraceful, too. 

And, according to the evidence you have 
given, Connolly himself told you that he 
was the person who did that disgraceful and 
cowardly act’—Yes. 

And when he went away you kept up a 
correspondence with him? Yes, 

James Doyle, son of the murdered man, 
stated that he was brought before a parade 
of ten or twelve men at the Guards’ 
barracks, and that he picked out from 
among them the prisoner as being like one 
of two men that he saw running away from 
the public-house after he had heard the shot. 

Detective George Stapleton corroborated 
Doyle in this matter. 

Sergeant M. Morgan, in reply to Mr. 
Lavery, said that he took over the prisoner 
from the Southampton police, and brought 
him to Dundalk on March 10th, 1929. After 
reading a newspaper in the police barrack, 
the prisoner said: “I see * the papers 
that there are others arrested as well as me 
for this. I don’t know anything about it. I 
was at the pictures that night with Tom 
Kirk, and we didn’t hear anything about 
it. till we went to the corner.”’. Later on 
witness cautioned him and charged him, and 
his reply was: “ All I have to say is I know 
nothing about it.” 

At this stage the Court adjourned till 11 
e clock this morning.
